THE slaughter of the colored men at 


~ Danville, Va., has been investigated by 


Mr. Frank A. Burr, of the Philadelphia 
Press, who finds it to have been far 
worse than reported. There was no 
thought of disturbance on the part of 
the colored men. During Saturday 
afternoon, when the streets are always 
full of colored people, who, having_re- 
ceived their weck’s pay, are doing 
their marketing, a negro and a white 
man got into an altercation, the white 
man being the aggressor. Thereupon 
a mob of angry whites, heated with 
politics and probably with rum, began 
an indiscriminate firing upon the col- 
_ored. people in the streets. The only 
white men harmed were hit *by the 
stray shots fired by their own friends. 
Seven negroes were reported killed 
and twenty wounded, but Mr. Burr 
says this does not represent one-half 
-the harvest of death. But the lesson 
was effectual in keeping the colored 
voters from the polls and a great Dem- 
ocratic victory was scored, Senator 
Mahone, in an address to the people of 
the State, portions of which we re. 
print to-day, speaks very strongly 
upon this brutal and needless slaugh- 
ter of innocent colored men. 


THE Attorney. General of Illinois has 
declared the National Police Gazette, 
the New York. Illustrated News and 
the Illustrated Police News to be ob- 
scene publications, and the sellers of 
them subject to prosecution under the 
law. These obnoxious publications 
find a wide circulation ail over the 
country. Los Angeles, we suspect, 
takes her full proportion of the liter- 
ary poison which they distill into the 
minds of the young. Why should 
they not be suppressed in California as 
well as in Illinois? Is our standard of 
morals lower, or the welfare of our 
youth less precious to their parents 
and the State than in the West, the 
East, or any other part of the Union ? 
Trace the personal carecr of the crim- 
inals in our jails and penitentiaries, 
and you will find that a large propor- 
tion of them were fed in their youth 
on the sort of mental food served up 
weekly by the class of newspapers 
justly denounced as obscene by the 
Attorney-General of Illinois. 


Tue Record-Union is gratified to 
note that the San Francisco press has 
at last awakened to the disregard of 
public opinion on the part of the 
health authorities of that city. ‘The 
health officials,” says that paper, ‘seem 
determined to force their opinions, that 
there is no danger. from yellow fever, 
upon the people, when scientific inves- 
tigation, experience and reason all give 
the lie to their theorizing about the 
immunity of this climate from the 
plague.” The Record-Union is right. 

It is both stupid and criminal for our 
people to keep continually harping on 
the theory that the California climute is 
proof against the advent of the saffron- 
hued invader, the while sitting supine- 
ly down in fancied security, refusing 
to take measures to ward him off until 
it is too late. Theg.c. of C. must not 
be counted on for everything. Clean 
up and keep clean is the watchword 
‘for the coast cities and towns another 
year.

MAKONE AND HIS PARTY: 


fius Caustic Address—Bourbon Cor- 
ruption and Stupidity. 

NEw York, Nov. 19.—Senator Mahone 
of Virginia publishes an address to the 
Readjuster party in Virginia, in which 
he says: The status of our debt had 
been so distorted by legislative fraud, 
corruption and _ stupidity, that the 
princtpal of our bunded indebtedness 
had been made to seem $13,000,000 
more than our indebtedness as shown 
on the public records, exclusive of the 
one-third owned by the State of West 
Virvinia. The right to vote had beeu 
gradually curtailed by the whipping 
post disqualification and the capitation 
tax laws passed in violation of the con- 
ditions to which the State solemnly 
pledged herseif when readmitted to rep- 
resentation in Congress, until free 
suffrage was a mockery in Virginia. 
The school funds had been diverted 
from their proper use in like violation 
of the fundamental conditions of the re- 
admission; the Bourbons had kept the 
State in an attitude of sullenness and 
narrow adherence to defeated and die- 
carded notions as to State sovereignty 
aud national obligations, most injurious 
to her interests, begetting distrust, ex- 
cluding capital and immigration, and

and development. The righting of 
these wrongs, the correction of these 
evils, and the resistance to the old 
Bourbon spirit of caste, intolerance and 
proscription which belonged to a former 
period—these were the grand objects 
which had brought together the great 
majority of our people, without regard 


servitude. Our enemies hated and bit- 
terly opposed euch one of these objects.’’ 
Mahone then calls attention to the 
economy practiced under the Readjuster 
government, giving facts and figures to 
show the results. He says since the 
accession to power of the readjusters, 
miles of railway have been built, our 
p incipal port has become the second 
cotton port in the country, and its ex- 
ports have increased 83 per cent.; a city 
has sprung up in our midst and grown 
in population from 5000 to 50,000; our 
taxable values on personal property bave 
increased over 18 per ceut., our license 
lax over 9 per cent.; capitil has sought 
investwent here, mines have been open- 
ed and capital and labor amony us have 
been aroused to greater activity than 
ever before.

his own friends; that for days the poor 
victims were found dead in alleys, in 
warehouses and urder houses, like poi- 
soned rats, that had crawled away to 
die; and that the negroes fled to the 
woods, to the State of North Carolina,to 
the four winds of heaven. These are a 
few of the facts of this bloody wholesale 
murder which was telegraphed far and |,

Mahone then shows thatthe Republican 
losses occurred where the negroes were 
largely in the ascendant, and adds: “To 
me, as @ Virginian,a former slave-owner 
and an ex-Confederate, the saddest fea- 
ture of this reign of terror is the suffering 
it has inflicted. upon the negroes here. 
These unfortunate people have had a fate 
as black as theirskins. Now, whenthey 
act on their rights, voluntarily accord- 
ed to them, they are shot down like 
dogs, for party purposes, by the ben- 
eficiaries of their toil for centuries. 
Already the voice of the nation 1s up- 
lifted against this awful outbreak in a 
State heretofore regarded as peaceful 
and law-abiding. Aiready the cry, “This 
way, freemen,’ has become known 
making a threat that unless you are & 
‘Bourbon freeman’’ your life, your 
erty and your enjoyment of your politi- 
cal rights are at the mercy of a band as 
lawless as highwaymen and as desper- 
ate as outlaws. The motto of Bourbon- 
ism, interpreted by the blaze of their 
weapons, reads, ‘‘Unless you are & 
Bourbon freeman, you shall be a Bour- 
bon slave or a Buurbon-made corpse. 
If this be over-drawn, where is the first 
word of censure from any so-called 
Democratic source, in or out of the 
State, of the crimes which are but feebly 
set forth in this recital? Mahone argues 
from these facts that the fight against 
Bourbonism must go on, that the na- 
tionalism of human rights, liberty, 
peace, manhood and the republican 
government must sacceed.
